To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors  of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend. 

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  h.onour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Borough  of  Wallsend  for  the  year  1962.  This  report  has 
been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of  Health’s  Circular 
1/63  of  30th  January,  1963. 

Another  slight  fall  in  population  according  to  the  Registrar 
General’s  estimate  reduced  the  total  from  49,750  (1961)  to  49,690. 
The  Birth  Rate  fell  from  17.8  (1961)  to  17.1,  and  the  Death  Rate 
rose  a  little  from  14.8  (1961)  to  15.3. 

Fluctuations  in  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  now  receive 
greater  attention  than  in  previous  3/ears.  After  reaching  the 
record  low  level  of  22.1  per  thousand  live  births  in  1960,  the 
figure  rose  to  24.9  in  1961  and  27.0  in  1962.  No  one  can  be  satisfied 
with  a  level  of  Infantile  Mortality  higher  than  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  (the  figure  for  1962  was  21.4),  but  on  the  other 
hand,  some  fluctuations  of  the  rate  have  been  the  rule  ever  since 
records  were  kept  :  it  is  only  twenty  years  since  the  rate  was  77.1 
(1942).  Altogether  25  children  aged  one  year  or  under  died  during 
1962  :  of  this  total,  18  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  one  month 
(12  before  the  age  of  one  week),  and  14  out  of  the  18  died  because 
of  prematurity  or  defective  development. 

With  the  introduction  of  Oral  Poliom^^elitis  Vaccine  in  1962, 
tlie  outlook  in  the  campaign  against  this  disease  looked  very 
favourable.  Scientific  evidence  reinforced  the  belief  that  the  oral 
vaccine  would  be  even  more  effective  than  the  Salk  vaccine  which 
had  been  given  by  injection.  1962  was  the  fifth  successive  year 
without  a  case  of  Poliomyelitis  in  Wallsend.  Measles,  with  240 
cases,  accounted  for  most  of  the  other  infectious  disease  in  1962. 

Wallsend  was  fortunate  in  having  no  cases  of  Smallpox  during 
the  early  part  of  1962  when  there  were  outbreaks  in  several  parts 
of  England.  Generally  speaking,  the  people  of  Vkxllsend  accepted 
the  advice  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  there  was  no 
necessit}^  for  general  vaccination.  On  the  other  hand,  a  certain 
number  of  people  decided  that  the^^  would  prefer  to  have  them¬ 
selves  and  their  children  vaccinated,  and  facilities  for  vaccination 
were  provided  by  general  practitioners  and  at  Child  Welfare 
Centres.  Several  contacts  who  had  visited  the  Smallpox  areas  were 
kept  under  surveillance  for  the  period  required. 
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It  has  been  the  custom  in  recent  years  to  warn  against  the 
danger  of  complacency  towards  Tuberculosis.  Consideration  of 
figures  for  1962  kindly  supplied  by  Dr.  A.  R.  Somner,  Consultant 
Chest  Physician  at  the  Wallsend  Chest  Clinic,  reinforces  the  view 
that  the  prevention  and  detection  of  Tuberculosis  must  be  given 
high  priority.  As  mentioned  last  year,  the  number  of  known 
infectious  (i.e.  sputum  positive)  people,  other  than  in  hospital,  has 
been  reduced  dramatically  :  for  the  quarter  ending  March  1962 
there  were  only  3  cases,  for  the  quarter  ending  June,  only  1  and 
for  the  remaining  two  quarters,  none.  There  were  45  new  cases 
of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  discovered  during  1962  compared  with 
38  in  1961.  The  total  number  of  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
remaining  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  350  compared 
with  335  at  the  end  of  1961. 


Compared  with  many  other  areas,  particularly  the  large 
cities,  the  general  standard  of  the  older  houses  in  Wallsend  is  high. 
From  time  to  time,  individual  houses  are  found  to  be  unfit  but 
there  are  no  large  areas  in  which  the  majority  of  the  houses  comply 
with  the  present  standards  of  unfitness.  For  various  reasons,  among 
them  a  shortage  of  land  available  for  building,  the  number  of  new 
houses  completed  during  1962  was  only  51. 

An  event  of  major  importance  was  that  Wallsend’s  first 
Smoke  Control  Area  came  into  operation  on  1st  July,  1962.  In 
addition,  the  work  proceeded  according  to  plan  for  the  second 
Smoke  Control  Area  (this  came  into  effect  on  1st  July,  1963).  As 
one  would  expect,  there  were  a  number  of  problems  which  arose 
in  the  early  stages  and  also  later  on  due  to  the  severity/  of  the 
winter.  However,  generally  speaking,  most  people  seem  to  have 
managed  to  cope  with  the  change  to  smokeless  heating  of  their 
houses  and  most  seem  to  have  accepted  the  long  term  view  that 
their  own  health  and  their  children’s  health  will  benefit  and  that 
their  living  conditions  will  be  much  more  pleasant.  Looking  to  the 
future,  some  clouds  appeared  on  the  horizon  when  it  became 
clear  towards  the  end  of  1962  that  supplies  of  coke  suitable  for 
open  fires  were  likely  to  be  allocated  fully  to  existing  Smoke 
Control  Areas  so  making  any  extension  of  Smoke  Control  impos¬ 
sible  in  the  immediate  future.  However,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
Government  is  so  completely  committed  to  the  policy  of  Clean 
Air,  it  is  difficult  to  believe  that  a  solution  to  this  problem  will  not 
be  found. 

Once  again,  there  was  no  change  to  report  about  sewage 
disposal — ^all  sewage  continued  to  be  discharged  into  the  Tyne 
untreated.  The  Technical  Committee,  of  all  local  authorities 
involved,  continued  to  meet  from  time  to  time. 

A  more  pleasant  subject  for  1962  was  the  completion  of  the 
new  teaching  pool  and  dressing  accommodation  at  the  Wallsend 
Swimming  Baths.  Apart  altogether  from  the  desirability  of  teach¬ 
ing  children  to  swim  and  so  helping  to  reduce  the  number  of 
instances  of  accidental  drowning,  there  can  be  few  more  commend¬ 
able  forms  of  recreation  for  young  people. 
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In  March,  1962,  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  published  its 
report  on  ‘‘Smoking  and  Health.”  The  report  made  it  clear  beyond 
any  doubt  that  there  was  a  relationship  between  cigarette  smoking 
and  lung  cancer.  As  an  immediate  result  of  publicity,  there  was  a 
fall  in  cigarette  sales,  but  by  the  end  of  the  year,  sales  were  well  on 
the  way  to  returning  to  normal.  The  following  table  is  of  interest: — •

No  doubt  the  tobacco  manufacturers  will  continue  to  claim 
that  the  increase  in  lung  cancer  deaths  may  be  only  a  coincidence. 
It  has  become  very  clear  to  all  who  are  interested  in  the  prevention 
of  disease  that  nothing  short  of  a  National  Campaign  against 
smoking  will  have  any  hope  of  success.  Such  a  campaign  would 
have  to  make  use  of  television,  newspaper  and  magazine  advertis¬ 
ing,  and  would  have  to  try  to  equal  its  commercial  opponents  in 
expenditure  and  energy. 

In  conclusion,  I  would  like  to  thank  Dr.  J.  B.  Tilley,  the 
County  Medical  Officer  for  Northumberland,  for  giving  me  per¬ 
mission  to  include  details  of  services  administered  by  the  County 
Council  in  Wallsend  ;  Mr.  S.  S.  McIntyre,  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector,  and  all  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  for  their 
help  ;  Mr.  W.  Morrison,  Chief  Clerk  of  the  Health  Department  for 
his  work  in  preparing  the  figures  for  this  report,  and  the  Chairman 
and  Members  of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  their  encouragement 
during  the  year.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 


ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION  RECORD-~1962. 

SMOKE  FILTER  AND  VOLUMETRIC  SULPHUR  DIOXIDE 

APPARATUS. 


One  apparatus  was  fitted  in  the  Health  Department  Office 
in  July,  1954  and  another  in  a  first  floor  store-room  at  the  14- 
storey  block  of  maisonettes  at  Tarrington  Close,  Howdon,  in 
July,  1961.  This  is  in  Wallsend’s  fiist  smoke  control  aiea.  Duiing 
each  period  of  24  hours  not  less  than  [GO  cubic  feet  cf  air  from 
outside  the  building  is  drawn,  by  means  of  a  small  electric  pump, 
through  a  piece  of  white  filter  paper  and  then  through  two  bubbling 
tubes  containing  diluted  hydrogen  peroxide.  Smoke  particles  are 
trapped  on  the  filter  paper  and  form  a  stain  which  varies  according 
to  the  amount  of  tarry  matter  and  other  combustible  matter  in 
the  smoke  suspended  in  the  atmosphere. 


By  using  a  smoke  stain  reflectometer  and  conversion  tables 
the  weight  of  material  filtered  from  the  atmosphere  is  calculated.

ICE  CREAM. 

THE  ICE-CREAM  (  HEAT  TREATMENT,  ETC.)  REGULA¬ 
TIONS,  1959. 

These  regulations  which  came  into  force  on  the  27th  April, 
1959  consolidate  and  amend  the  Ice-Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  Etc.) 
Regulations,  1947  to  1952.  The  main  amendments  are  to  permit 
a  sterilization  process  as  an  alternative  to  pasteurization  and  to 
exempt  from  the  requirement  as  to  pasteurization  or  sterilization 
certain  types  of  water  ices  and  ice  lollies,  which  are  sufficiently 
acid  to  make  such  treatment  unnecessary.  The  latter  have  a  pH 
value  of  4.5  or  less  and  there  is  little  danger  that  pathogenic 
organisms  will  multiply  in  mixtures  as  acid  as  this.  The  appendix 
to  circular  8/59  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  sent  with  the  regulations 
deals  with  the  bacteriological  examination  of  ice-cream. 

During  the  year  6  samples  of  ice-cieam  were  submitted  to 
the  Methylene  Blue  Reduction  Test  mentioned  in  the  appendix. 
5  of  these  were  in  Grade  1  and  1  in  Grade  3.

THE  FOOD  STANDARDS  (ICE-CREAM)  REGULATIONS 

1959. 

These  regulations  also  came  into  force  on  the  27th  April,  1959 
and  replace  the  Food  Standards  (Ice-Cream)  Order,  1953.  They 
prescribe  amended  standards  of  composition  for  ice-cream  and 
“Parev”  (kosher)  ice  and  introduce  separate  standards  of  composi¬ 
tion  for  dairy  ice-cream  and  milk  ice.  Alternative  standards  are 
prescribed  for  certain  descriptions  of  ice-cream  containing  fruit, 
fruit  pulp  or  fruit  puree.  Ice-Cream  must  contain  not  less  than 
5  per  cent  fat  and  7J  per  cent  milk  solids  other  than  fat.  Dairy 
ice-cream  must  contain  5  per  cent  milk  fat  and  no  other  fat  and 
not  less  than  7J  per  cent  milk  solids  other  than  fat.  Milk  ice 
must  contain  not  less  than  2J  per  cent  milk  fat  and  no  other  fat 
and  not  less  than  7  per  cent  milk  solids  other  than  fat. 

During  the  year  6  samples  of  ice-cream  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  and  all  conformed  to  the  required  standards.

The  water  is  from  the  mains  supply  and  is  heated  and  maintained 
at  a  temperature  of  78  —  80  dgs.  Fah.,  and  a  continuous  filtration 
and  chlorination  is  maintained,  so  that  there  is  a  complete 
change  over  of  the  water  every  three  hours.  The  bath  water  is 
tested  thrice  daily  and  chlorine  regulated  to  maintain  the  standard 
of  sterilization. 

A  Patterson  Engineering  Company  Chlorinator  is  installed 
and  free  chlorine  is  maintained  at  a  standard  of  1  to  2  parts  per 
million  of  the  water  which  is  the  sterilization  standard  recommended 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health.
